New Haven, Conn., August 13.—Some 
remarks on lynching delivered by Mrs. 
M. Cravatt Simpson, of Boston, caused a 
sensation today at the opening session of 
the annual convention of the Northeast- 
ern Federation of Women's Clubs, an or- 
ganization of colored women. 

Mrs. Simpson, who is a member of the 
Women’s Era Club, of Boston. declared 
there was no better time than the present 
for the convention to put itself on record 
regarding lynchings. and she called for 
the adoption of resglutions to be sent to 
President Roosevelt. The resolutions will 
be drawn up and presented later. ' 

Mrs. Simpson said that the club mem- 
bers should conceive a “sensible plan to 
suggest 10 the government of the United 
States whereby they could chastise their 
own lawless children, better known as 
lynghers, instead of contemplating send- 
ing Mesfages across the water to their 
sister countries, Instructing them what 
they must and shall not do, as regards 
butchering human souls, while they at 
home encourage barbarities of the kind. 

“The barbarism of these so-called civii- 
ized lynchers,”” said the speaker, ‘“‘is 


‘analagous to the atrocities of their fore- 


fathers who had ships plying the African 
coast laden with thousands of human 
souls to sell into bondage. Their revolt- 
ing heartlessness and the crimes of today 
might make the devil wonder and hell 
recognize its own likeness.”’

Twigg dropped the shotgun, 
and drawing a pistol fired at the police- 
man. The pullet went wild. Before 
Twigg had time to fire a second bullet, 
Nichols put a bullet through the ma 
abdomen.

Constantinople replied ordering the enroll- 
ment immediately of 2,000 exclusively Mus- 
sulmen gendarmes for service in Salonica, 
The insurgent banner was unfurled Au- 
gust 10 at Knosko, near Giergveli, showing 
that the insurrection is spreading east- 
ward. 

According to the latest advices {from 
Monastir, dated August 10, the Bulgatians 
are elated at the death of the Russian 
consul, M. Rostkoyski. 

Four thousand troops are bombarding 
Krushevo, which is in the phnds of thy 
insurgents and the Bulgarians in the 
Krushevo and Reka districts are sufft-- 
ing severely.

Manufacturer Parry Likens La- 


+ bor Leaders To Lynchers 


He Tells the Mob Convention That 
Organized Labor Is the Most 
Dangerous Mob That Ex- 
ists in the United 
States.

Chautauqua, N. Y., August 13.—D. M. 
Parry, president of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, today delivered 
one of the most important addresses be- 
fore the conference on “‘The Mcb Spirit 
in America.” 

Mr. Parry spoka on ‘‘Mob Spirit in Or- 
ganived Tahor.” 

He said, in part: 

“In this country In the Jast year thcro 
have been many mobs of different kinds, 
but to my mind the most dangerous of 
them all is the mob of organized labor. 
No man, I take it, can object to any 
kind of an’ association, labor or other 
which is organized for lrwful and benefi- 
cent purposes. but organized labor as it 
is conducted today stands eonyicted by 
its own leaders 2s a lawless organ!za- 
tion. 

Calls It Mobocracy. 

“In, that it seeks by physical force to 
override individual rights and is contin- 
ually railing against the laws and de- 
nouncing courts and public officials for 
enforcing these laws, it fulfills all tae 
requirements of the definition of moboc- 
racy. Unlike the iynching bees ani the 
vigilance ccmmittees, it is what might 
be termee a standing mo, ut.ler faig 
Giecliae by its officers and reo.dy upon 
occasions t» commit the overt acts of out- 
tage and de2struction which are the out- 
ward mantlfestation of the mob spirit 
It declares tn effect that its will is su- 
perior to customs, traditions, government 
regulations and even the constitution of 
the country. It asserts that the individ- 
ual has no inherent right that can not 
be taken from him. and that, therefore 
it has the right to say that no man shall 
work and that no industry shall run 
without ite consent. 

“In its attempt to compel a recognition 
of its pretentions to sovereignty, it relies 
not on reason, but on coercion, intimida- 
tion and the bludgeon. 
preachments against law and its constant 
appeal to the baser passions of inen, it 
is doing more than ahy other agency to 
ineulcate the mob spirit and to encourege 
the unfurling of the red fing of an- 
archy. 

Oligarchy Aimed At. 


“The president of the Chicago Federe- 
tion of Lebor recently declared in an 
interview: “The president deals a death 
blow to organized labor when he de- 
claregs that he can not. discriminate in 
its favor. It sounds fair on the face of 
it. but without discrimination we are 
just where we started. What we have 
oeen fighting for is union labor to the ex.- 
cjJusion of all other.’ 

“These are the words of a conservative 
among union leaders and they voice the 
sentiment of the agitators the country 
over.. To their mind. tf you deny the 
right of their organization to commit il- 
legal acts you are attempting to crush it. 
If organized labor bas only lawless pur- 
posee it ougnt tobe crushed. 

“During the last year the attempts toe 
force men to giye allegiance to strike 
bcsses in their plans to set up an oli- 
Karchy that will control industry inde- 
pendent of the laws of the country have 
resulted in mob conditions in many of 
the leading centers. Supremacy of 'aw 
and order has sustained not only many 
severe shocks, but the nation has lost 
millions of dollars by the organized 
idleness of thousands of men. This loss 
must fall heavier upon the man wno 
depends on his daily wage than upon 
those who have something to fall back 
on. It is time that the workmen of this 
country were learning that for the mil- 
lions of dollarg they pay in salaries to 
the agitators they arg receiving in re- 
turn nothing, but ceaseless trouble, en- 
foreed idleness and loss of the com- 
forts of life. They are also bidding fos 
the destruction of their most precious 
possession—that of industrial liberty. 
Their investments in mobocracy is a 
mighty poor investment.”

It was shown by Colonel Bush that the 
company furnished the miners houses 
a* a rental of $1 to $1.% per’ room per 
month. He said goods could be secured 
at the company cOmmissaries at a reas- 
onable price. and that everything sold 
was of the best quality.

“Certain New York and southern men 
are reported to have loaded up with va- 
rious investments, including Louisville 
and Nashville, above #, and it is report- 
ed here that the change on the Seaboard 
control was really brought about throygh 
the necessity of the two principal hold- 
ers of Seaboard stock. These necessities, 
it is alleged, were in the shape of ma- 
turing loans which they could not meet. 

Details of the Negotiations. 

“In negotiating a basis on which these 
loans would be protected, these interests 
agree to surrender five out of nine trus- 
tees In the voting trust of the Seaboard 
Air Line. They were taken care of Dy 
Ladenberg, Thalmann & Co. which nego- 
tiated terms on which the new trustees 
were given their position. The voting 
trust stands for eight years. Ladenberg, 
Thalman & Co., it is reported, guarantee 
the loans above mentioned. Ourrent re- 
port has it that John Skelton Williams 
will not remain equally dominant in the 
future as in the past.” 

Seven Seaports for Rock Island. 

New York. August 13.—President John

SULLIVAN IS IN 


BAXLEY JAIL 


He Killed Beecher, Near Ha- 
zlehurst, Last Saturday 
Afternoon.

Baxley. Ga., August 13.—(Special.)—A. 
QO. Sullivan, who killed Garry Beecher in 
this county on last Saturday, on yester- 
day surrendered to Sheriff Craps, and 
js confined in jail. He demands a pre- 
liminary trial, which will be held on 
next Monday. Both were married, ten- 
ants of Monroe Hinson, a brother in law 
and the trouble originated 
over their farm. Sullivan will be vigor- 
ously prosecuted and claims self-defense. 

The cause for which Swilivan was 
placed under arrest was the Killing of 
Garry Beecher last Sunday evening avout 
5 o'clock in Suiliwan’s field, near Hazile- 
hurst, in Applimg county. 

The trouble between the two men grew 
out of a dispute ‘over some land, Beecher 
had rented from John W. Hinson a num- 
ber of acres, but later, finding that he 
could not profitably use all] of it, turn- 
ed over part of the tract to Hinson, who 
then rented it to Sullivan. Later Beeci- 
er tried to scare Sullivan’ off the place 
and swamp the crop. He entered the 
field and shot several! times at Sullivan, 
who was working there. Beecher was 
arrested for the assault, but gave bond 
He stated that he would kill Suliivan on 
sight. The next time they met the real 
tragedy occurred. Beecher came into 5ul- 
livan’s field and was later found dead 
behind his stables. Sullivan did not leave 
the country, as was first reported, but 
his friends notified the sheriff that he 
would come in and give himself up il 
wanted. He did not care to go abroad 
publicly, as he stated Beecher's father 
had threatened further trouble, 

Both parties to the tragedy Were mar- 
ried and had known each other only 
atmut two months. They had not been 
close friemds during this time.

New Russian Vice Royalty. 

St. Petersburg, August 13.—A new vice 
royalty, comprising the Araur district and 
the Kwan-Tung province (created August, 
1899), has been established. Heretofore 
the Amur district has been controlled by 
& governor genera!l. 

An ukase signed by the czar and pro- 
mulgated August 12, appoints Vice Ad- 
miral gAlexieffe, an ald de camp general 
to the czar, as viceroy of this far eastern 
territory. He will be vesteqd with su- 
preme authority in all branches of the 
civil administration, thé direction of 
which will not longer be in the hands of 
the ministries. It will be the viceroy's 
duty to maintain order and insire safety 
in the district traversed by the Kastern 
Chinese railway, as well as to wgtch over 
the needs of the Russian inhabitants both 
with and without the Russian possessions 
bordering on the territory in his jurisdic- 
tion. 

London, August 123.—The establishment 
of a viceroyalty for the Amur district and 
Kwang-Tung province will not affect the 
evacuation of Manchuria in October. For 
some time Russia has been considering 
the advisability of placing the control of 
all her far eastern territory and Man- 
churia under one head, instead of three, 
as at present. As long as the Russian 
occupation of Manchuria shall last, Vice- 
roy Alexieffe will be in charge and will 
command the troops in that région, but 
when the evacuation shall occur he will 
simply have control of the Port Arthur 
and Tallenwan zone.

“I regard Puris green as the best ani 
most effective poison. But it should be 
used cautiously and properly, so as not to 
damage the growth of the crop. The far- 
mer having caterpillars should buy him 
a cloth or material through which the 
poison will penetrate; make it into sacks, 
put the poison into the sacks dry (not wet, 
as many of them try to use {t), put a boy 
on a mule and lead the mule down be- 
tween the rows, while the boy ho.ds a 
pole in his hands just the width of the 
rows of cotton, with a sack on each eid 
of the pole filled with the poison, which 
he should shake as the mule is led down 
the row. 

“The poison falls out on the top of the 
leaves where the worm first appears, ani 
the regult is the worm gets hold of th- 
poison and is killed before it can raise a 
second crop. The first crop of worms 
are never dangerous, never do any dam 
uge, but it is after they appear and be- 
gin to hatch out young ones, when they 
become numerous, that they are destruc- 
tive. 

‘*T would suggest that every farmer go 
into his field and carefully examine for 
these worms, which when once they get 
fairly hold of a crop do inegalculable dam- 
age, but if discovered in time and poison- 
ed do little damage. 

“A pound of Paris green cost about 2 
cents and will spray an acre of cotton 
if properly applied. Every farmer shou:d 
have a supply of poison on hand and be 
ready to apply it, since when the worm 
puts in an appearance its progress .s 
rapid and a delay of a single day may re- 
sult in serious damage to the crop.”’

The general assembly passed a 
constitutional amendment act which 
jis to be submitted to the people in 
| October, 1904, for ratification, and by 
which act the maximum tax rate is 
proposed to be fixed at 5 mills on the 
dollar, or $5 on the $1,000. 

It is claimed that this fixed rate will 
be in the interest of economy of ex- 
penditures and more largely in leading 
to a closer return and assessment of 
properties. Either way the benefits to 
the state will be substantial and 
there can scarcely be a doubt that the 
people wil) ratify the proposed amend- 
ment. The American citizen can most 
always sometimes be depended upon 
to vote against any increase of his 
taxes. 

The arguments that prevailed for 
the passage of the bill are highly 
creditable to the state. They were 
founded tpon the fact that our proper- 
ty valuations, in spite of all sorts of 
tax dodging, are increasing faster 
than the state’s expenditures and 
therefore a dead line for tax incre- 
ments can be safely set at the limit 
named above. And thts, also, is to be 
calculated in the light of the generally 
accepted fact that properties are on 
the average returned in Georgia at not 
above 60 percentum of their actual 
values. 

But the best thing in this connec- 
tion is the fact that Governor Terrell 
and his colleagues in fixing the tax 
rate for the ensuing year, as they 
must soon do, will be able to antici- 
pate the effects of the act above refer- 
red to and will probably be able to re- 
duce the rate from 5.40 to 5.00, and 
perhaps to 4.90, or les#@than the max- 
imum fixed in the act. This fact 
would both justify the passage of the 
act and afford an invincible reason to 
the people for giving it their approval 
at the polls. 

A saving of more than 10 per 
centum on the total taxation of the 
State in a single year is a gift of good 
government not to be despised. There 
are tax-ridden people in the jand who 
would look upon such a shaving off 
from their tax bills as a veritable God- 
send. Governor Terrell will have em- 
phasized the prudence and economy 
of his administration in a most hand- 
some and substantial way by making 
this forecasted reduction. 

There are but few people in Geor- 
gia who do not know that Governor 
Terrell acts from the purest and most 
faithful motives of public duty. His 
course ha® been straightforward and 
clean cut. His ideas of justice and 
moderation have confirmed him in 
public confidence as a wise and safe 
executive. No mortal man in his posi- 
tion can be expected to please every 
whim of the private citizen. But mor- 
tal man can do no better than to fol- 
low light and truth as God gives him 
to see them and no just man can deny 
that @overnor Terrell does that. Be- 
hind every act of his is always a rea- 
son and motive that will bear any 
scrutiny and convince any unpreju- 
diced judgment that what he does is 
done for the good of the state and in 
accordance with his high sense of 
duty.

While the general assembly was in 
session the city and the woods were 
full of critics, sometimes sitting six on 
a limb, cheerfully cracking away at it 


for all sorts of alleged “treasons, 
stratagems and spoils.” Equally with 
the right to “cuss the court” is the 
right to jump on the hard-working, 
sweating plow-pullers who are trying 
to fructify the fields of legislation. 

The work of the legislator is difficult 
and thankless enough at the best, but 
it is doubly onerous when it must be 
done in an atmosphere of accusations 
and suspicions.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


‘“One-of the big surety companies with 
which I was connected for a number of 
years lost annually one-third of its prem- 
iums on risks purely involving the hon- 
esty of men,” remarked Kennedy R&R. 
Owen, of Baltimore, assistant secretary 
of one of the leading surety and bond- 

ompanies, the other day. 
ieeie Gand not mean, of course, that 
one-third of the men bonded proved to 
be defaulters. It means that enough of 
them, perhaps only a few heavily bond- 
ed men, were found wanting and cut the 
met returns of the company by a third 
in making good their losses. 

“This business of taking risks on the 
honesty of men is growing to vast plro- 
portions, however, and the way it is 
transacted now po company ought to 
lose as much as a third of its premiums 
annually and it is an exceptionally bad 
year with us, I know, when this does 
happen. 

“We investigate a man very thoroughly 
before we go on his bond, and, after- 
wards we keep a close watch on him, 
I know of many instances when @ man 
has been caught when he first began to 
be dishonest and sometimes, though 
rarely, we have been able to catch these 
things quickly, straighten a man _ out 
and make a good, honest fellow after 
that. This is nog however, when a man 
is down right dishonest, but when say 
he has ‘borrowed’ a little. money from 
his trust fund, thinking he could pay it 
back and then not been able to replace 
it as he thought. That is an illustration. 

“At first the bonding companies used 
to become sureties only for such per- 
sons as bank employees ,and the like, 
but now they do a general businesa 
bonding executors, public officials, trus- 
tees and indeed all classes of men of 
whom bonds are required. 

“There is a statute requiring a post- 
master of certain classes of posioffices 
t> give personal bonds. The way we get 
around that is by guaranteeing these 
sureties against the defalcations or,othe- 
shortages of their principal. The idea 
in this statute ie that the sureties will 
be present and on the scene ready to 
take charge of the business in case of 
the death or disappearance of the post- 
master, 

“The usual time for which a bond of 
a guarantee company holds good after 
the position of trust is given up by the 
person bonded is six months. Wes cdn- 
not carry these liabilitleg on our books 
indéfinitely, so unless a shortage is dis- 
covered (within gix months after the 
man goes Out of his job the company 
is relieved. 

“It is growing more and more diffi- 
cult, or L should say it requires a much 
clorer investigation of character and 
standing than before, to secure a bond 
from one of the big guarantee com panies. 
The rates are getting so low that con- 
cerns of this kind need to look sharp to 
the kind of men on whom they risk 
money.’

He 
repudiates all outside declarations as to 
what he has done or will do, saying the 
only stafement he has authorized was 
that given throvgh,The Constitution on 
Monday morning. 

The governor's mail was loaded down 
yesterday with letters, many of them 
from outside the state, giving him ad- 
vice as to what he should do in this case. 
Some of the writers urge the pardon of 
Mamie DeCris and the discharge of every- 
body holding official position at the state 
farm, though most of them are aimed 
only at the discharge of Deputy Warden 
Allagood.

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NEW YORK SUN REVIEWS 
GEORGIA’S VAGRANCY LAW 


A dill concerning ‘‘vagrancy,” introduced 
into the Georgia ‘legislature, represents a 
new method of treating the question of ne- 
gro labor which is finding much favor in the 
south. By this bill it is made the duty of 
every county officer, the police and other 
like offictals to give to any officer empow- 
ered to issue a eriminal warrant information 
concerning all vagrants, or persans sus- 
pected of being vagrants, with a view 
their trial. 

The bill defines the vagrancy against which 
ite provisions are directed, thus: 


“Persons wandering or strolling about fn 
idleness, who are able to work ar@ have no 
preperty to eupport them. 

‘“‘Persons leading an idle, immoral life, who 
have no property to eupport them, and who 
are able to work and do not work. 

“All persons able to work, having no prop- 
erty to support them, and who have no 
vicible or known means of a fair, honest 
and reputable livelihood. The terms ‘visible 
and known means of a fair, honest and 
reputable livelihood,” as used in this section, 
ehall be construed reasonably continuous em- 
Pioyment at some Aawful focewpation for 
reasonable compensation or a fixed and regu- 
lar income from property or other invest- 
ment, the tncome from whith is sufficient 
for the support and maintenance of such 
vagrant. 

“Persons having a fixed abode, who have 
no visible property to support them, and 
who live by stealing or by trading or bar- 
tering stolen property. 

“Profeastonal gamblers Ifving in idleness. 

“All able-bodied persons who are found 
begging for a living or who'quit their houses 
and tYeave thelr wives and children without 
means of sybsistence. 

“All persons able to work and who do not 
work, but hire out their minor children and 
live on their wages.”’ 


Anybody familiar with social conditions at 
the eouth. more especially as affecting the 
negroes, will understand the motive and intent 
of this dill. 

Chronic or capricious id§eness among the 
negroes is a very serious evil with which 
southern industry has to contend, for, be- 
sides loss of the needed labor, {[t involves 
a vagrant tendency to erime, to pilfering, for 
example, and to destructive immorality. 
Farmers, as The Augusta Chronicle says, 
seek in vain for laborers, though about street 
corners in towns, cheap tum shops and 
railway etations, negro loafere are congre- 
gated in large numbers. ‘‘They have too 
easy a time in town, living by their wits or 
on the charity of megro cooks and house 
eervants,”” largely, we may 
from the larders of the households in which 
these are employed; and no persuasion can 
indtice them to go to work on the farms where 
they are needed. 

‘John Blatr McAfee, who is building the 
extension of the Seaboard Air Line from 
Birmingham to Atlanta, tells The Consti- 
tution that at present his own and other

That indisposition on the part of 
immigrants fs the explanation of the trifling 
percentage of the foreign-born in the south. 
Even at this time, when the greatest’ 
migration in American history is coming 
in, almost none af it tends to the south, 
though methodical efforte to incrégse the 
population of that now thinly peopled part 
of the union are made by interstate asso- 
clations, ‘with the earnest assistance of enter- 
prising railroads. Heretofore when any vf 
these immigrants have been induced to try 
the south as a field of labor they have been 
likely soon to withdraw. ‘ 

It may therefore be assumed that for a 
long time to come the south will continue 
to te dependent on negro labor mainiy, and 
undoubtedly the support of it is suffictent 
for its demands, if the negroes will work. 
Incidentally, too, under that situation the 
negroes Will be sure of considerate treat- 
ment as laborers. If they will work and 
give up loafing they will be a peculiarly 
fortunate laboring clase—very much better 
off than are the run of their race at the 
north. Usually, too, the south prefers negro 
labor when it can get it. Projects ta pro- 
mote negro immigration, on Any oonsiderable 
scale, to Africa or to the north, are looked 
eon with great and natural disfavor at the 
south. It wants the negroes, but it wants 
them to work. 

That is the reason for the Georgia ‘‘vag- 
rancy dill." The negroes of the sputh, ag 
The Atlanta Constitution contends, must ‘he 
made to understand that shiftlessness and 


unreliability in labor employments,”’ no longer

These 
matterg will affect them more directly 
because they come closer to the pocket 
of the public, though the importapce of 
the settlement of the convict question 
can not, of course, be discounted. 

The details of the new convict law, for 
it will be a law within the next few days 
when it receives Governor Terrell’s sig- 
nature, are more ar less familiar to those 
who have kept informed of the progress 
of the measure through hoth houses, 
The only question now remaining is to 
what extent will the counties of the state 
desiring to work their public roads mate 
demand upon the prison commission for 
their proportion of the felony convicts. 
In some quarters there was a prediction 
that the enactment of a law Hike this 
would be useless because the counties 
would not, except in very few instances, 
use the men. This is geni¢daby. those 
who favored using the convicts on the 
roads Mr. Hoider, of Jackson. for iIn- 
stance, who was one of the prime movers 
in securing convicts for road work, says 
will not only take its full 
share of the felony convicts for work on 
the public roads, but will keep them for 
the full period of five vears and would 
like to get more. Mr. Spence, of Ware, 
states also that his county is eager tec 
get the convicts. Of course, Bibb county 
will do likewise, and it is asserted that 
the demand will be generar. 

Those who have given attention and 
study to the situation say there will be 
a demand on the part of counties desir- 
ingg to work their public roads, for every 
one of the convicts that can be used for 
that purpose under the terms of the bill. 
This means about one-trerd of the con- 
victs at present, in the state penitentiary 
will no longer be leased, but will be work- 
ed in county gangs. There are 758 cop- 
victs in the penitentiary whose terms a4 
five years and under out of a total of 
about 2,350. Quite a number of these are 
on the state farm at Milledgeville, and 
can not be used for hard labor, but it is 
safe to say that about 7% will be avatila- 
ble. Any county desiring it may try the 
plan of using convicts on roads for one 
vear, at the end of which time it is priv- 
ileged either to turn them back to the 


| N presenting a brief summary of the 


entire five-vear period. Counties wanting 
these. convicts must make appliadtion for 
them before next December, and all such 
convicts as are not taken shall be leased 
to the highest bidder,’ as under the pres- 
ent plan. 

County commissioners all over the state 
will, doubtless, familiarize themselves 
with the terms of the law without delay, 
because !{t is now “up to” them to say 
whether or not they will take convicts in 
lieu of a pro rata share for the school 
fund from convict hire. Whether ®hey 
expect to do it or not, it Is probable that 
most of the counties of the state will con- 
Sider and act on the question. 

Incidentally it may be noted that this 
is the legislature which also has to ifs 
credit the franchise tax measure, though 
that bill was not passed at the present 
session. But the present body will always 
be remembered as one which put on the 
statute books this franchise tax law, 
which. will bring more money into the 
state treasury than any law enacted for 
many years, 

Constitutional Amendments. 

Of wide and, particular importance to 
the people of the state are two bills pro- 
posing constitutional amendments, passed 
by a two-thirds majority of both houses, 
and now ready to be advertised and sub- 
mitted: to popular vote. These amend- 
ments are of such character that there 
can be practically no doubt of their con- 
firmation by the people at the general 
election in October, 1904. 

One of these amendments provides that 
the power of the legislature to levy and 
collect taxes shall be limited to five mills 
on the dollar for all purposes except it 
be for repelling invasion, quelling insur- 
rection or defending the state in time of 
war. It is seldom that these extraor- 
dinary occasions arise, so it may be con- 
sidered that the tax rate In the future will 
not be over five mills. This amendment 
will not go into effect until 1905, because 
the tax rate for 1904 will have been fixed 
by the commission before the amendment 
can be adopted by the people. Neverthe- 
less, it is thought now that the tax rate 
for 19098 and 196 will not go over five 
mills. The promised heavy increase in 
property returns this year, which, it is 
said, may be in the neighborhood of $40,- 
000,000, will tend to keep the tax rate 
down, and it was but a fraction over five 
mills last year. 

The other amendment proposes to make 
it possible for a community to say wheth- 
er it shall tax itself for the purpose of 
supporting public schools. Under the 


present provision of the constitution on. 


this subject, local taxation for public 
schools is a practical impossibility be- 
cause it requires not only a recommen- 
dation of two successive grand juries but, 
following that, two-thirds majJority of all 
the registered voters of a county must 
assent to it, Under the McMichael 
amendment there will be required only 
the assent of two-thirds of all the per- 
sons voting, in a county, school district, 
militia district, or municipal corporation, 
at an election held for the purpose, the 
grand jury feature being eliminated. It 
will be seen, therefore, that if a majority 
of a community is desirous of taxing it- 
self for school purposes, it will be com- 
paratively easy for it to open the way 
for it under this amendment. This is a 
feature which governors, county school

commissioners and educators everywhere, 
have fought for during many years, and 
the practical success of the issue is a 
subject for congratulation. It is general- 
ly thought it means more to the public 
school system of Georgia, at least in many 
sections of the state, than can possibly 
now be predicted. 


Text-Books and Health. 

Perhaps no measure passed will cOme 
closer to the large number of people, 
particularly those outside the larger 
cities and incorporated towns where it is 
not of force, than the uniform text book 
law. This means, perhaps with few ex- 
ceptions, the change of every text book 
now used in @he rural schools of the 
state, The change will become effective 
next year. 

This law provides that the state board 
of education, composed of the governor 
and several of the gtate house officers, 
shell become a state sehool book com- 
mission, and as such shall appoint a 
committee of five educators to which all 
books proposed to be used in the com- 
mon schools of the state shall be sub- 
mitted for examination and report. The 
bill directs how the school book commis- 
sion shatl then advertise for bids, accept 
such books as are needed and provide 
for their proper distribution through the 
State so that they may be easily ac- 
quired by the schaol children. A book 
onee adopted cannot .be ehanged within 
five years except by a four-fifths vote 
of the commission. 

[In considering the important general 
laws of the session just closed, the stale 
board of health act must come along with 
the first. The action of the legislature 
in providing for a staté board of health, 
leaves only two states in the union now 
without such boards—Idaho and Arizona. 
As finally passed this measure. provides 
for a board of eleyen members, one from 
each congressional district, to be appoint- 
ed by the governor. These members are 
to receive only actual traveling expenses 
when they are called upon to perform any 
duty pertinent to their offices They will 
elect one of their number president, but 
will go outside of their number for a 
secretary who will be practically, the 
State health officer, the executive author- 
ity of the board, and who will receive a- 
Salary of $2,000 a year. The duties of the 
board are clearly presented in the law 
which has been published in The Con- 
stitution. The legislature appropriated 
sufficient funds to pay the salary of the 
secretary and the expenses of the board 
for the next year. It will probably be 
two or three weeks before the governor 
makes the appointments. 


To Investigate Departments. 


While it is not in the nature of a per- 
manent law, one of the most important 
measures passed was the resolution by 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb. providine for an in- 
vestigation of the books and the condl- 
tions prevailing in ali of the departments 
of the state government. particularly 
those which expend the public moneys. 
Such an investigation as is proposed, 
practically unlimited {in scope, has not 
been made in years, if ever, and many 
confidently look forward to its result- 
ing in such reforms and legislation as 
will save the state no small amount. 

The house and senate finance commit.- 
tees have been designated to do this work 
with the addition of Mr. Hall. of Bibby 
author of the resolution. Mr. Hall stated 
emphatically that he would not aceept ap- 
pointment on this committee, but his ap- 
pointment was the one condition on which 


It was with the express stipulation that he 
be appointed, that the senate conference 
committee assented to the appointment 
of the committee. Even after this Mr 
Hall went to Speaker Morris and urged 
that he be not appointed. But the speaker 
insisted on Mr. Hall’s aceeptance and he 
was named despite his protest. 

The committee held a meeting following 
the adjournment of the legislature and 
e:ected Mr. Hall chairman and Senator 
Comas secretary. No decision was reach- 
ed as to when the work would be begun, 
but the investigation of several of the 
state departments will be taken up and 
completed before December. Others may 
not be reached until next spring. The com- 
mittee is limited to forty days for the in- 
vestigation required and is allowed the 
services of an expert accountant. 

In discussing the matter one of the mem- 
bers of the committee stated he did not 
consider forty days would be sufficient 
time to do this work thoroughly, but 
whether it is or not, he proposed to see 
that all the work done is thoroughly done. 
The expert accountant will not, however, 
be limited in the time that he is to be em- 
ployed. 

Another important committee of investt- 
gation was that named to look into the 
Tofrens system of state registration of 
land titles. This investigation was asked 
for by the state board association, and a 
commi{tee of five was named from the 
general assembly, which will be supple- 
mented by the appointment of several 
members of ‘the bar association by the 


Many Important Laws. 

As a matter of fact no legislature for 
years has passed so many laws of wide 
genera] importance, and laws with which 
there seems to be general satisfaction, as 
that just adjourned. It is only attempted 
here to give a brief summary of those 
most directly affecting the public and af- 
fecting the greatest number of the people. 

An act which will unquestionably prove 
beneficial to the whole state, is that ap- 
propriating $30,000 for an exhibit of the 
state's resources at the Louisiana Pur- 
chase expesition to be held next year at 
st. Louls. With that Amownt and other 
aid that will be given the state from out- 
side sources, Georgia's exhibit will equal 
that of any in the country. It must re- 
sult in attractijg homeseekers to the 
state and these will seek in greatest part 
the country districts where a competency 
is to be had from the soil. 

Mr. Calvin’s vagrancy bill is another 
measure which’ will’ attract wide atten- 
tion. Its provisions have been given full 
publicity and under.its terms it will no 
longer be 60 easy a matter for the chronic 
vagrant to escape the penalty for idle- 
ness. Perhaps the most interesting and 
important feature of this measure is that 
in future no person can plead the posses- 
sion of a.smal]l amount of money as a de- 
fense to a eharge of vagrancy.. Such can- 
not be considered, under this law, evidence 
of visible means of suppoft. The alleged 
vagrant must show that he has either 
honorable employment or an income from 
property, unless he can establish the fact

here, the general assembly has pag§d an 
entirely new measure relating to birds. 
This is the so-called Audubon bill, or an 
act for the protection of birds of song 


and plumage and their nests, making it a 
misdemeanor to kill or destroy such birds | 
or their negts, and punishable by fine or | 


imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court. 

Two new acts to prevent frauds which 
are difficult to reach under the present 
laws, will now go on the statute books. 
Une of these prohibits the fraudulent 
sale of stocks of goods in bulk, through 
requiring all parties proposing to Sell 
stocks in this manner, to nvutify each cred- 
itor five days beforehand and to make 
affidavit that euch notice has been given. 
This was the measure urged by the cred- 
it men of the state and_is designed for 
the protection of wholesale dealers and 
jobbérs, both within and without the 
State. 

Anothér measure looking to the preven- 
tion of fraud was that of Mr. Adams, of 
Putnam, which makes it a misdemeanor 
for any person to secure advances from 
another on a contract to perform any 
service, with intent to defraud. The 
passage of this measure was urged in 
hehalf of the farmers who are greatly 
troubled at times by worthless lwborers 
who gecure advances and depart without 
doing the work. 

The three “days of grace,’ so long in 
use by custom in Georgia, though they 
made no difference in the amount .,of in- 
terest paid, are now abolished. After 
October 1 all notes, drafts, bills and 
other evidences of indebtednesa are de- 
clared by the bill just passed, to be due 
on the date specified on the paper in 
question.
